Honse' of Lords, to Lord Balfour 
of Burleigh, who asked for-a re- 
turn of all the peerages, created 
during the tenure of each Govern- 
ment from the year 1880 down ta 
the present time, said that. when 
Queen Anne succeeded to the 
Throne there were 188 peers. On 
the accession of George III. there 
were 224, George IV. 372, Queen 
Victoria 439, Edward VII 591,

{wesend. The reason is obvious, 


fot most Europeans here have 
purchases to make at home, while 
the pdrcels’ sent home ‘are, 
generally speaking, gifts. High 
exchange always means .an in- 
crease of parcels from “home. 
Persons who have got accustomed 
to regard a pound sterling as ten 
dollars send home for an article 
which costs a pound when they 
can,get itfor five dollars odd. 
Therefore the high éxchange in 
spite of submarine trouble kept 
the inward parcel business from 
gold countries in a healthy con- 
dition. " 


| sIn spite of high exchange the 


number of parcels despatched to 
England was greater than ever 
before. This in no way weakens 
the fact that high exchange pro- 
motes inward. and discourages 
outward parcels. It was entirely 
due to war condifions. - During 

the year 6,622. parcels of tea and 
sugar weighing 32,668 lbs. or in 
other words about 14% tons were 
sent as gifts’ by people in this. 


Colony to their friends at home. } 


The vast bulk of these parcels 
were sent through ‘Messrs._Lane, 
Crawford & Co., and I should like 
to place on record my apprecia- 
tion of the loyal manner in which: 
they have in all cases abided by 
my decision with regard to 
regulations, which were at-times 
hard to understand. 

In consequence of the offensive: 
by. the Germans in March the 
despatch of parcels wa Canada 
had to be discontinued, as all 
available space was required for 
military purposes.

CRIMINAL INDICTMENTS. 

The Hon. Attorney General 
moved the first reading of a Bill 
intituled An Ordinance to amend 
the Law relating to Indictments 
in Criminal Cases, and matters 
incidental or similar thereto. 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary 
seconded, and the Bill was read a 
first time. 

The object of this Bill is to in- 
troduce into this Colony, with the 
necessary modifications, the pro- 
visions of the English Act of 1915, 
Sand6 Geo. V, c. 90, with the 
object of simplifying indictments 
and the rules aeieingte the forms 
thereof. ° 

It has not been thought |” 
necessary to enact here the pro- 
visions of section,6 of the Home 
Act as to the costs of defective or 
redundant indittments; nor the 
provisions of section 7 as we hare 
not adopted in this. Colony the 
Vexatious Indictments Acts, . 

Rules 1 and 2 of the First 
Schedule have not been adopted. 
Wehave noGrand Jury in this 
Colony and it seemed unneces- 
sary to adopt rule 3 as itis 
practically enacted in the body 
ofthe Bill by clause 5. 

Rule 12 has not been adopted 
as we have no Ordinance cor- 
responding with the Children’s 
Act, 1908, in force in this Colony.

He would like to say 
that he was informed that thera 
was likely to be some comment.

visitors: This- Bill has been 
modelled on the Peak Reservation 
Ordinance which was passed last 
year Without any opposition from 
Honourable .niembers. He sub- 
mitted that it was quite a 
réesonable messure to pass: 

“The Hon. Mr. Lau Chu Pak 
said it was not his intention to go 
into, the: matter of the Peak 
Reservation’ Ordinance.” It. was 
too, well-known :to. ‘all: members.

He considered the Bill unfair and 
‘unreasonable, and he could not 
believe that peopla should make 
such a -request. It was the 
intention of the Government to 
reserve the place as a health 
Tesort, and he failed to see 
tha: there was any necessity for 
this disagréeable legislation. He 
did not propose to use further 
argument, which would involve 
unpleasant disenssion, but with 
the few remarks he had made he 
hoped he had made it clear that 
the Bill was not a necessity, and 
should therefore be withdrawn. 

The Hon. Mr. Ho Fook said 
that, in view of the fact that the 
war had been won by all races of 
men, he could not be a party to 
the Bill. He deprecated any such 
kind of racial legislation. He 
hoped that His ~ Excellency 
would see his way tod with- 
draw the Bill. But if he was rot 
disposed todo so, he would ask 
them to leavéitin abeyance for 
the new Governor to da so. : 
’ His ‘Excellency said he was 
surprised at the remarks of the 
Chinese senior member of the 
Couticil, He did not observe any- 
thing in the Bill of a racial nature 
at all. ‘He thought the Island had 
been for some time past occupied 
by missionary, residents and 
others, and the ‘Government felt 
that it should be in a position to 
decide both in selling land and in 
making conditions to decide who 
should live there and who should 
not. There was no question of 
anything disagreeable,and he was 


surprised that-such a suggestion |- 


had been made. If the members 
of the Council decided that the 
Bill should be kept in abeyance 
until the arrival of ‘the new 
Governor, he had no objection. 
The Hon Mr. Lau Chu Pak 
‘moved that the Bill be kept in 
abeyance. 

TheHon. Mr. Ho Fook eeedod 


The Hon. Mr. C.'G. Alabaster. 
said he had had -no intention of 
addressing the Council on the 
Bill, but he must oppose the 
amendment. Cheung Chau was an 
island that had been developed 
whoily by its present’ residents, 
who belonged toraces which found 
it necessary to take their children 
to the sea-side-as much as pos- 
sible. in the smmmer, and 
were forced by force of 
circumstances to send. their 
children there’ instead of Home. 
A place like that was not unique, 
in any. Sense, They occupied a 
certain Portion. of the island. 
There are eleven. beaches 
on the island, only six of. 

They desired 
that their children should play on 
those beaches, They were driven 
there by economical reasons. 
They selected Cheung Chau 
Island because they sought the 
protection of the British flag, and 
it was that protection they.

It had b2en suggested by a 
member of the Council that they 
should buy up the whole of the 
island. It was. -. because 
they desired to - he ‘pro- 
tected from” people - who 
were ina postion to -uy up the 
.whole of the island, that they 
might have that small portion 
they -occupied to themselves 
that this Bill. should | be 
passed. If the Bill were. held 
up, it would probably bé-held.up 
for six months. He had no doubt 
it would eventually be passed’ 
because -he knew that this little 
community anal in favour of 
being left undisturbed in the way 
they have ben in the past.
